OTTAWA, April 15—(CP) 
—tThe long-heralded improv- 
ed service pay rates aimed at 
attracting highest-type  re-| 
cruits to Canada’s enlarged 
peacetime active forces of 
51,100 men were announced 
today.

creases were proportionate with 
those of the lowest ranks.

NEW YORK, April 15.—(AP)—Iran officially withdrew its com- 
plaint against Soviet Russia before the United Nations Security 


Council today.

Executions Known

NUERNBERG, April 15—(AP)— 
Rudolph Hoess, former commagd- 
concentration camp, testified be- 


bunal today that Defendant Ernest 
Kaltenbrunner and his staff were 
responsible for all orders for com- 


mitments and individual executions 
in concentration camps. 

Hoess, a defence witness, gave 
this testimony under cross examin- 
ation, The evidence was considered 
the most damaging of any given 
against Kaltenbrunner to date. 

He said that Kaltenbrunner, as 
chief of the Nazi Security Police, 
gave orders for “protective custody, 
commitments, punishment and in- 
dividual executions.” Such orders, 
the witness said, were signed either 
by Kaltenbrunner or by his deputy, 
Heinrich Mueller. 

The defence, apparently taken by 
surprise, attempted only brief 
counter-questioning to show that) 
Mueller’s signatures on execution 
orders appeared more frequently 
than Kaltenbrunner’s. 

THE WITNESS SAID Kalten- 
brunner also held in his hands the

Income Tax Collections 
Due For Early Change

OTTAWA, April 15.—It was learned here this morning that the 
government plans to make far-reaching changes in the near future in 
administration of Canada’s income tax collections. 

AN IMMEDIATE CHANGE will probably be made at this session 
whereby an appeal court will be established to hear appeals against 
decisions by the income tax department. ‘ 

This will be followed, according to reliable information, by the 
appointment of a royal commission to investigate the whole income tax 
collection system from top to bottom, and make recommendations for 
simplification of the now enormously complicated methods of the de- 
partment. 

Such a report, however, may require a year, and possibly two, for 
investigation and compilation. 

In the interim, an appeal court will be set up, according to present 
government intentions. 

LOUD COMPLAINTS have been heard by a senate committee on 
tax reform this session against arbitrary decision of the income tax 
collection division. It has been alleged that the department even re- 
fuses to disclose to applicants the grounds on which its decisions have 
been made. ‘ 

There is a strong feeling in the House that the Commons should 
not wait for a Senate report but take action itself in the matter, The 
government decision is said to be the answer.

But the horrors of Oswiecim, he 
said, were a secret between him- 
self, Heinrich Himmler and “60 
men who received detainees mark- 
}ed for death.” 60 were sworn to 
secrecy, he testified. 

HOESS SAID Himmler visited 
Oswiecim in 1942 and “watched one 
processing from beginning to end.” 
The witness described in detail the 
“processing’—the gassing of thou- 
sands of persons at a time in rooms 
labeled “delousing plant” and 
“shower room.” 

Hoess attributed the horrible 
conditions found at the camp by 
Allied troops to the breakdown in 
the supply system and “Himmiler’s 


insistence that even sick people 
be kept at work making arm- 
aments.” 


He said that Hitler himself or- 
dered that “no camp be surrend- 
ered and that no inmate be left 
behind.” 

In an affidavit Hoess admitted 
that approximately 500,000 inmates 
died from starvation or disease at 
Oswiecim, making a total of 3,- 
000,000 persons who perished at 
the camp. A total of 400,000 Hun- 
garian Jews were gassed in the 
summer of, 1944, he said,

Mercy seasoned justice, very properly, 
in the case of Mrs. Emma Woikin. Had her 
background been different a harsher pen- 
alty would have been warranted. 

Equality before the law does not mean 


that precisely the same measure of punish- | 


ment should be imposed upon all offenders, 
regardless of the conditions in which they 
grew up and which shaped their ideas of 
responsibility. To whom little has been given 
in the way of education in citizenship, of 
them less may be required than of others 
who have been more favored. 

In her case the penalty is heavy enough 
to emphasize the seriousness of the offence, 
and to stand as a warning to all others that 
they must not trifle with their oaths of office 
nor betray official information which it is 
their duty to guard. 

Mrs. Woikin is not punished because, as 
she said, she had “sympathy” for Russia. 
That has nothing to do with the matter so 
far as the law and the public are concerned. 
Her offence was not in what she thought 
about Russia—or any other foreign country 
—but that she violated the law of Canada 
and failed to keep the trust that was com- 
mitted to her and which she voluntarily 
accepted. 


Edmonton’s Accident Toll 


A table of Edmonton’s record of traffic 
accidents over a term of years makes inter- 
esting reading. It covers a ten-year period 
and shows between 1936 and 1946 the inci- 
dence of accidents, the number of persons 
killed and the number injured. 

Here is the tabulation in full:

There are a number of interesting points 
revealed in this table. For instance the 
diminution of the number of cars in use dur- 
ing the war years is paralleled in the inci- 
dence of accidents, but is not reflected in the 
injury toll, which maintains a high level 
throughout that period. 

The figures for the first three months of 
1946 are significant. If these rates continue 
throughout the year, the injury record for 
1946 will exceed that of any other year in 
the decade except 1937, 1943 and 1945. The 
toll of human life will exceed that of all 
other years except 1939 and 1943. It will 
be equal to that of 1937. 

It is not a happy prospect to have in 
view, and the sternest efforts of police and 
courts should be employed to improve it. 


Jobs For War Prisoners 


The authorities at Ottawa are asking the 
British Government to leave some German 
prisoners of war in Canada for the summer 
to help out with farm work—in particular, 
with tending and harvesting the sugar beet 
crop. 

The ground of the proposal is the pre- 
sumed willingness of the prisoners to stay 
here and do this kind of work. They can’t 
be compelled to weed beets and look after 
the irrigation ditches if they don’t want to. 
Apparently they are willing, else there 
would be no point in asking London to let 
them stay. 

The Dominion Government was roundly 
criticized in the war years for not doing 
something—just what was never stated—to 
increase the beet sugar crop in Canada. Now, 
with the war over, it transpires that there 
are not enough Canadians available to even 
look after a crop of the normal proportions. 

In point of fact it was the sugar beet 
growers in southern Alberta who started the 
plan to use prisoner of war labor in the fields 
this year, as they have been doing in the war 
years. They explained that their pre-war 
workers had drifted away to war jobs and 
wouldn't come back. If they were to grow 
beets this year the prisoner camps were the 
only source of labor they could see. 

Sugar beets cannot be grown without a 
relatively high amount of field labor. For 
whatever reason, Canadians have never tak- 
en to that kind of work readily. Hence the 
call for German war prisoners to tend the 
beet crop. 


Canada’s Welfare Gift 


Canada has paid two annual instalments 
of $77,000,000 into the funds of the United 
Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Adminis- 
tration, a total of $154,000,000. 

_ This is a donation, not a loan. The money 
will not be paid back to the Dominion treas- 
yw | by UNRRA, nor by those to whom it dis- 
tributes supplies. As a nation we are giving 
outright about $7 per head of our population 
each year to help the hungry and war-im- 
poverished peoples oversea to stay alive and 
get a start back to a self-supporting basis. 

Of this national two-year contribution, 
$119,000,000 has been spent in Canada for 


supplies running all the way from wheat, 
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meat and milk to farm machinery, clothing, 
textiles, footwear, medical supplies, trucks, 
soap, fish and numerous other commodities. 

Besides, UNRRA funds collected outside 
Canada have been spent here to the amount 
of $67,500,000. 

While therefore the Dominion treasury is 
out $154,000,000, Canada producers are “in” 
to the amount of $186,500,000. For this we 
have to thank our position as a surplus- 
producing country. If we grew and made 
only what ourselves require, Canada would 
have had to supply money for spending in 
other countries or excuse itself from con- 
tributing pr Age at all to feed the hungry, 
heal the sick and clothe the naked of the 
distressed lands, 

This position is not only fortunate for 
Canadians, but fortunate in a vital way for 
the peoples whom we are helping. r if 
these supplies had not been available in Can- 
ada, where in this scarcity-gripped world 
would the UNRRA have been able to find 
them? 

That we are supplying the goods these 
peoples must have does not lessen the real- 
ity or the amount of our gift to them. What 
the Government is paying out on their ac- 
count, in Canada or elsewhere, the taxpay- 
ers will have to pay back. 

Canadians have cause therefore to feel, 
and to be proud, that they are doing their 
fair share to avert starvation and lessen 
chisery in the afflicted areas, doing it in the 
clear and definite knowledge that what we 
ea is an out-of-pocket gift, not a 
oan. 


Franco’s Chance 


Whatever he may do with it, Franco has 
one opportunity to effectively meet the 
charges laid against him in the Security 
Council. He can invite the Council to send 
accredited observers to Spain, distribute 
them as it pleases, keep them there as long 
as it wants to, and thus, find out for itself 
whether or not he is harboring Nazi war- 
scientists, 

That would involve no sacrifice of na- 
tional dignity on the part of Spain, for if the 
Security Council is to head off threats of 
war it will have to be allowed to keep such 
agents in all the countries which are mem- 
bers of the United Nations organization. 
Otherwise the Council will have nothing to 
go on but the say-so of the respective gov- 
ernments—and will be back in the position 
of the League of Nations, which depended 
on its members telling the truth, as they 
didn’t always do. 

Franco wanted Spain admitted to mem- 
bership in the United Nations organization. 
That was refused because his war-made gov- 
ernment had no standing as a friend of 
peace. Now comes Franco’s chance to do 
something on hig own account, and to also 
put the member-nations on the spot. 

He can throw Spain wide open to ob- 
servers of the Security Council. If the Coun- 
cil declined the offer, how could it declare 
Spain to be a hide-out for Nazi renegades? 
If it sent observers there, how could it re- 
fuse to send them to every other country? 
Or how could members of the parent organ- 
ization refuse to admit them? 

The half-way proposal that Spanish fac- 
tories be inspected by representatives of 
friendly countries is only evasion tactics. 
The charge is not that Nazi chemical experts 
are Spanish factory-workers. And anyway 
they wouldn’t be on the job when the in- 
spectors called around. 

Franco, butcher and skulker that he has 
been, can set the pace for universal super- 
vision of armament-making by the Security 
Council. Without which the Council will have 
to proceed by guesswork, in an atmosphere 
periodically charged with suspicion, :

NOW ALL THESE matters, 
|which are in a state of complete 
| deadlock and stalemate, are to be 
remitted to the conferente of the 
| foreign ministers themselves which 
is to start in Paris on April 25. Un- 
|less the foreign ministers can suc- 
ceed where their deputies have 
failed, the peace conference which 
\is due to open on May 1 will have 
to be indefinitely postponed, It may 


|be that Russia, conscious of the 


extent to which she is isolating 
herself by her intransigent coir 
duct, may start to be more reasoa- 
able, But there is no guarantee of 
this, 

Many shrewd observers think 
Russia's intransigence has not been 
based merely upon a desire to ob- 
tain gtrategic and financial ad- 
vantages for herself. For the Rus- 
sians are sufficiently realistic to 
know that their claims to Tripoli- 
tania and the Dodecanese Islanas 
and to a large Italian indemniiy 
will never be agreed to by Britain 
or the United States. At most, these 
claims have been put forward 
oniy in order to be withdrawn 
later in return for some other form 
of compensation—perhaps in tne 
Dardanelles. 

Those who have most closely fol- 
lowed the London discussions of 
the foreign ministers’ deputi-s 
consider that Russia has been de- 
liberately sabotaging the attempts 
to draw up the peace treaties be- 
cause she wishes to keep Europe, 
for as long as possible, in a troubl- 
ed, unsettled and insecure condi- 
tion, which would offer the best 
opportunity for the seeds of inter- 
national Communism to ripen and 
sprout,

LONDON, April 15.—(CP) —Someone shouted in Trafaigar 
Square Saturday and thousands of sightseers looked up and gasped 
at the sight of a man climbing Nelson's column—170 feet high—with 
all the agility of an old sailor. ‘

and, climbing onto the heavy bronze pedestal, shook Nelson's hand. 
He looked over London for seven minutes and then descended— 
right into the arms of the police.

MORE THAN 6,000,000 Jews, the 
report said, were liquidated by the 
Germans so that “the greater part 
of the Jewish population in Europe 
has been wiped out since 1939”, and 
approximately 15,000,000 persons 
were killed in Europe and Russia 
during the war.

About 350,000 German civilians 
were killed by Allied bombing 
raids,
